Wasn't a Preacher But a Lost 


Boy In Disguise. 


Had Been Gone Twenty-Five Years But 


He Got tlie Marble Heart 


Wlieu He Turned Up— The KalnttvoH Claim- 


ing That th« I.o.it Hoy I« Oend and 


Gone Theee Many Yuara—A Oneer 


Story That Cntnu to Light nt the 


Court Eloiifio Todnj-—A Small 


Involved. 


Among the visitors to the court house 


today was a miui who is known as 
"Rev. Smith," bnt who claims to be 
John Jordan Mongey, brother of J. W. 
Mougey, who tanght school in this city 
years ago. 
Smith, or, as he claims, 


Mougoy, has with him a number of old 
residents of Harrison and 
Madison 


townships, and is preparing to take 
Jegal steps towards securing a portion 
of tho estate left by his father. 


With this case there is connected a 


queer 
story. 
It seems 
that 
some 


twenty-five years ago John Jordan' 
Mongey, then a boy of fourteen years, 
living with his parents in Madison 
township, and a brother of Rev. J. W. 
llonsey, well known in this city, left 
home. 
Nothing was heard of him for 


a rvumbez of years, when word was in- 
directly received that he had died in 
the far West. The father and mother 
mourned for the lost son as dead, until 
their death, a few years ago. 
The old 


people left qnite a large estate, mostly 
in money, to be divided equally among 
the heirs. 


A few weeks ago there came to the 


old Mongey neighborhood a man who 
looked to be almost fifty yeara old. He 
claimed to be a preacher, and for some 
•days conducted religious services under 
the name of Rev. Smith. 
Finally, he 


revealed himself to the Mougey fam- 
ily as their long-lost brother. This the 
family refused to believe, 
claiming 


their brother was dead. They did not 
hesitate to accuse this man of being an 
imposter, trying to rob them of a part 
of their estate. 
This waa considerable 


of a set back to the would-be brother, 


and he at once set about collecting 
proofs of his identity. 


He recalled numerous incidents of 


his early life tojjpeople in the vicinity. 
A Btrong point in his favor was his 
great resemblance to the Mongey fam- 
ily. The boy who disappeared was 
known familiarly as "Pete " After 
tho family refused to recognize him, in 
a crowd of farmers and their wives, 
he selected the wife of a farmer and 
said to her, "Don't you remember 
when you were Miss Jones of a yonng 
boy picking up a bucket of cold water 
and dashing it into your faca. 
'Pete1 


Mongey did it." She answered, "And 
yon must be 'Pete' if you know of it." 
He showed a scar above the right eye 
that he claimed was the result of a 
pitch-fork wound received svhen 
a 


small boy, and said Dr. J. B. Ray, Sr., 
hnd dressed it. 
Dr. Ray, when ques- 


tioned, remembered the circumstances 
as related by the stranger. 
Many 


more such circumstantial points of evi- 
dence were produced towards establish- 
ing his claims, but with it all his re- 
latives refused to acknowledge him, 
obstinately persisting^ the belief that 
their brother was dead. 
Now he is 


trying to prove his identity legally, 
with a viow to claiming a portion of 
the estate. 


Rev. J. W. Mougey, of Mt. Sterling, 


Ky., is closeted at the sheriff's office 
this afternoon with the man 
who 


claims to be a brother and is using 
every effort possible to ascertain the 
exact facts in the case. 
The mind of 


the claimant seems at times to wander, 
and while he can, and does, answer 
questions correctly, leading to the es- 
tablishing of his identity, he seems 
suddenly to think that someone is try- 
ing to impose upon him. He will 
then refuse to answer the questions. 
Later on the mind drifts back to the 
starting point and he will recall and 
answer the questions. 
Sheriff Rickey 


has in his possession several hundred 
dollars to be paid to John J. Mougey 
when found, and if not found within a 
certain time, the money will be divided 
among the heira. This man who claims 
to be John J. Mongey aays he does not 
care so much for the money as he does 
to vindicate himself and know that he 
has been recognized as a brother. 
The 


case is a very interesting one, and it is 
hoped that Rev. J. W. Mougey will be 
able to settle matters.

HE WANTS, AN AGREEMENT KEPT 


Vfa* Fint Serloai Disagreement on tbe 


Republican Eiide of the Senate Came to 


[ the Bnrfaa« Oaring the Consideration 
| •( the Schedule For tlio Benefit of 


.' Sheep Raliert. 


Washington, June 23.—An exciting 


fl«bate marked the consideration of the 
wool schedule, which began in the sen- 
ate. It developed the first serious dls- 


. agreement on the Republican side of 


the chamber and led to a warm person- 
al exchange between Senators Carter 
Of Montana and Foraker of Ohio on 
one hand, and Mr. Allison of Iowa, In 
Charge of the bill, on the other. 


Mr. Foraker asserted that an agree- 


ment concerning rates on certain wools 
•was being violated and that, under 
such 
circumstances 
every 
senator 


would be free to act for himself. Mr. 
Allison, with great 
vehemence, de- 


clared that he could not be driven by 
threats. Mr. Carter, who bad aroused 
the storm, endeavored to have the par- 
agraphs relating to carpet wools go 
over, -with a view to securing some 
united action, but Air. Vest in an iron- 
ical speech, objected to delaying the 
era ef prosperity and postponing the 
public business while Republican sen- 
a/tors held a caucus. 


Mr. Teller of Colorado also spoke 


against delay and took occasion to say 
he would not vote for the bill unless 
objectionable features were eliminated. 


Aside from this stormy interruption 


lair progress was made on the wool 
Sflhe'dule. The duty on first class wool 
was agreed to at 10 cents per pound, 
and on second class wool 11 cents, 
whftJh IB between the house and senate 
rate* in each case. 


The rates on third class wool went 


OTM. Most of the other amendments 
related to t'je classification of wools. 
On one of the amendments Mr. Jones 
of Arkansas spoke against the entire 
schedule as severely oppressive on the 
consumers of woolen goods. 


The paragraphs on wool were agreed 


to as reported up to paragraph 355, 
Which, was stricken out at Mr. Allison's 
request It referred to skirted wools 
Imported in IS90 and prior thereo. 


This brought the senate to *he rates 


en the tbree classes of wool. The first 
class, the house rate was 11 cents per 
pound, N the senate committee rate 8 
cents per pound. Mr. Allison moved 
to substitute 10 cents per pound. On 
•econd class wool the house rate was 12 
cents, the committee rate 9 cents. Mr. 
Allison moved to substitute 11 cents 
per pound. 


Mr. Mills (Tex.) demanded a sepa- 


rate vote on each proposition, and the 
first vote was taken on Mr. Allison's 
motion to make the rate 10 cents per 
pound on first class wool. It was adopt- 
ed, yeas, 55; nays, 13. Messrs. Butler, 
Carter, Clark, Foraker, 
Heltfeld, Mc- 


Bride, Mantle, Pettigrew, Shoup, Stew- 
art, Teller, Turner and Warren voted 
In the negative. 


The announcement of the vote waa 


the signal for an unexpected outburst 
on the Republican side of the chamber. 
Mr. Carter (Rep., Mont.) arose 
and 


speaking deliberately and impressively, 
aald the vote just given disclosed a ur- 
poae to make reductions in the rates on 
•wool. There would be a clay of reck- 
oning for such action. In view of what 
had been done, 'he asked that the con- 
sideration of the wool schedule be now 


In the blllB of Mr. Allison and Mr. 
Platt.

Thus reminded Mr. Platt said he 


would modify his statement. There 
•was a meetlEg at v/hich certain sug- 
gestions wens presented as to what 
was wanted, but these w.ire not assent- 
ed to. 


Mr. Forakor asserted that Mr. Alli- 


son had said that in case specific rates 
were placed on third class wool the 
duties on scoured wools would be 
tripled. 


Mr. Penrose took part in the debate 


to briefly state that the agreemen. 
which the senator from Ohio said ex- 
isted could n-ot have been as he and 
Mr. Foraker had been up until after 
midnight trying to adjust differences 


Mr. Foraker replied that the differ- 


ence was not on third class wool, but 
another matter. 


Mr. Hale's effort to calm the disturb- 


ance by suggesting a postponement in 
order to secure united action seemed 
to quiet the storm, when Mr. Vest smil- 
ingly arose and said, "I object." 


Attention was now directed to the 


Missouri senator, who spoke in ironi- 
cal tones. 
"For the first time in my 


life, I have been accorded the privilege 
of listening to deliberations of a Re- 
publican caucus." 


"Letme say," interposed Mr. Allison, 


"that the question of wool was never 
discussed before the Republican cau- 
cus." 


This declaration, coming from a Re- 


publican senator, caused a mild sensa- 
tion, which was but the prelude to an- 
other scene. 


Mr. Foraker, with great positiveness 


In his tones, said he had supposed 
there was an agreement as to the man- 
ner of dealing with this wool schedule. 
Unless this agreement was respected 
then, Mr. Foraker declared vehement- 
ly, every senator must act for himself.

There is no opposition to the in- 


dorsement of Senator M. A. Hanna for 
both the long and the short terms as 
senator, and there is no opposition to 
the renomination of Governor Bush- 
nell and other state officers, who havo 
had only one -term. 


The contest has been on the etate 


campaign chairmanship. Senator Han- 
na wanted Major Charles F. W. Dick, 
secretary of the national committee, LOT 
this place. 
Governor Bushnell and 


other state officers wanted Chairman 
Charles L. Kurtz, who has managed 
the past two campaigns, retained 
in 


that place. 


Senator Foraker was not here, but it 


is known that he supported Governor 


MAJOR C. TV. V. DICE. 


Bushnell and Chairman 
Kurtz 
as 


strongly as possible by wire. It has 
been custom for the head, of the state 
ticket in Ohio to name the chairman of 
the stale executive committee, but Sen- 
ator Hanna had the convention here in 
hand and he will not perfect the party 
organization according.to precedent. 


Major 
Dick arrived Sunday and 


opened headquarters for the 
contest. 


Governor 
Bushnell and 
Chairman 


Kurtz arrived later and opened head- 
quarters. 


Governor Bushnell had gone so far 


as to say he could not accept a renom- 
ination if Chairman Kurtz was defeat- 
ed. When Mr. Hanna arrived he held 
a conference with Major Dick, General 
Grosvenor and others. Then followed 
conferences between Senator Hanna 
and Governor Bushnell, with intermit- 
tent conferences with tiheir respective 
favorites for chairman. 


At none of these conferences couia 


the contestants get to an amicable un- 
derstanding. Senator Hanna proposed 
to have Major Dick withdraw and the 
latter consented to retire from the race 
if Chairman Kurtz would . also do so. 
The proposition was not accepted. 


Governor Bushnell insisted on his 


right by precedent to name the execu- 
tive chairman and Mr. Kurtz said, 
since the fig'ht had been made on him, 
he could stand defeat, but he could not 
compromise. 


District Meetings. 


The contending factions carried their 


claims into the meetings of the dele- 
gates by congressional districts and 
Mr. Hanna won more than two to one. 
He controlled the district meetings and 
the convention more firmly tfhan the 
St. Louis convention lost year. Major 
Dick claims the committeemen from 15 
of the 21 congressional districts with 
two districts contested and four dis- 
tricts conceded to Kurtz. The Kurtz 
men concede tiheir defeat, but 
claim 


eight out of the 21 committeemen. 


Senator Hanna and Governor Bush- 


nell had conferences again during the 
night. While the governor regrets the 
defeat of Chairman Kurtz, he will not 
decline renomination. Meantime the

but the central

meet at an early date in Columbus for 
this purpose. 


It is expected that Senator Hanna
